GEOLOGY  The  bedrock  of  this  area  underlying  the 
glacial  deposits  in  the  Belly  River  formation  of  the 
Upper  Lutaceous  period.  This  formation  is  a series  of 
light  colored  sandstones  and  shales.  The  horizon,  in 
other  parts  of  the  Province,  includes  dinosaur  beds 
and  coal  seams. 


SOIL 

Gadsby  is  in  the  Shallow  Black  Zone, 

SollJ^nie.  The  normal  profile  has  an  A horizon  that 
averages  about  10  inches  in  depth  and  which  in  its 
upper  3 to  6 inches  is  black  in  color.  The  remainder 
is  usually  dark  brown.  The  B horizon  is  usually  brown 
to  dark  brown  and  the  lime  horizon  (BCA)  is  found  at 
depths  of  2k  to  30  inches  below  the  surface.  Generally 
the  depth  to  the  lime  layer  is  considered  as  in- 
dicative of  the  efficiency  of  rain  penetration. 


ZsxtiMJj  Soils  in  this  zone  are  usually  fairly 
well  supplied  with  nitrogen  and  organic  matter.  In  any 
zone  exhaustive  cropping  depletes  the  soil's  native 
food  supply  and  fibre.  A permanent  system  of  cropping 
provides  for  the  adequate  replacement  of  depleted  plant 
foods  and  the  maintenance  of  organic  matter.

Lend  Use  A greater  number  of  soil  types  can  be  con- 
sidered arable  than  in  the  brown  zones.  Wheat  is  the 
principal  crop  grown,  but  considerably  more  diver- 
sification is  possible  and  should  be  practised  to 
maintain  soil  fertility.  The  non-arable  land  is 


generally  very  good  pasture. 


HISTORY  HIGHLIGHTS  Gadsby  derived  its  name  from 
M.  S,  G-adsby  of  Ottawa.  Old  timers  in  the  district  were 
R,  Ross , J,  Hansel,  E.  Perry,  C,  Goodal  and  L.  Babcock, 
The  first  settlers  came  from  Lacombe  by  ox  train  and 
Red  River  Cart  and  the  Journey  took  from  three  to  four 
days. 

Gadsby  was  incorporated  a village  in  the  year  1910, 

With  the  coming  of  the  railroad  in  1912  the  settlers 
arrived  in  large  numbers  and  good  crops  were  Toroduced 
for  some  years.  The  district  was  very  rich  until  1930 
when  prices  for  farm  commodities  dropped  and  many  of 
tho  farmers  moved  from  the  district.  The  land  is 
rolling  and  good  crops  are  now  being  raised.  Mixed 
farming  is  the  chief  industry.  Electric  lights  were 
installed  by  Canadian  Utilities  from  Drumhell er  in 
1929. 

LIVING  CONDITIONS  Gadsby  is  the  centre  of  a good 
mixed  farming  district  and  the  stores  in  the  town  are 
clean  and  well  kept. 

Buffalo  Lake,  located  40  miles  northwest  of  Gadsy  has 
good  boating  and  swimming* 

Educational  facilities  are  provided  for  grades  1 to  12 
inclusive. 

The  average  rent  for  a four  room  house  equipped  with 
electricity  is  $25.00,
